Congressional Proceedings. 
SENATE. 
W a sh in g to n , February 25th. — Locan, 
from the Committee on Judiciary, reported 
two original resolutions agreed to relating to 
railroad grants—one calling on the Secretary 
of the Interior to inform the Senate as to 
w hether any of the railroad companies men­ 
tioned in the Act oí May 7, 1S78, had failed 
to comply with the requirements of said Act, 
and when and in what respect they failed, 
and whether they subsequently complied; 
and further, if saiJ companies had paid divi­ 
dends, and to what amount, and what steps, 
if any, had been taken fo enforce the provi­ 
sions of 8»id Act. The second resolution 
called on the Attorney -General for similar 
informa'ion. 
Voorhees cffered a a preamble and resolu­ 
tion, which was referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary, instructing that committee to in­ 
quire concerning the leases of lands in Indian 
Territory for cattle grazing; how much 
money had been paid into the treasury for 
such leases; whether the letseee had sur­ 
veyed the land, etc. 
The banking bill, as modified bv the 
amendment of Morrill, was passed—43 ayes, 
12 noes. The bill as pa^ei is as follows ; 
Be it enacted, etc., that upon anv deposit, already 
or hereafter made, of act United States bonds 
bearing interest in the manner required by law, at 
any National Banking Association, the party mak­ 
ing the deposit shall be entitled ,o receive from the 
Controller of Currency circulating notes of d.fferent 
denominations in blank, registered aud counter­ 
signed, as provided by law, not exceeding in the 
whole amount the par value of the bonds depos­ 
ited; provided, that at no time shad the total 
amount of such notes issued to any such Associa­ 
tion exceed the amount at such time act ually paid 
in of its capital stock, and tiiat all laws and parts of 
laws inconsistent with the provisions of this Act be 
ai d are hereby repealed. 
Section 2. That Associations organized for the 
purpose of issuing notes payable in gold, under the 
provisions of Section bisó of the Kev ¡sed Statutes of 
tiie United States, upon the dejtosit of any United 
States bonds, bearing interest, with the Treasurer 
of the United States, shall be entitled to receive cir­ 
culating notes to the amount and in the manner 
prescribed in the Act tor other National Banking 
Associations. 
Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws of the 
United States inconsistent witli the provisions of 
this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 
The presiding officer then laid before the 
Senate the bill to authorize the coustruction 
of additional steel vessels for the navy. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
HOUSE. 
Ellis, rifting to a question of privilege, sent 
to the Clerk’s desk and had read from the 
New York Sun r,f Saturday extracts from a 
document said to be iu possession of the Post­ 
office l)epartmeD\ staticg that George F. 
Bratt gave a fee of sevoral hundred dollars 
to E. John Ellis for services in securing a 
star route contract on the Donaldson route. 
Ellis entered a solemn and unequivocal denisl 
of the whole story. 
Ransom < if-red a joint resolution appro­ 
priating §100,000 for the relief of sufferers 
by tbe recent great wiod-storm in the South­ 
ern States, lie said that over 500 people 
were killed and many thousands wounded, 
and the suffering resultingfrom the storm was 
awful. Brown and Pugh supported the reso­ 
lution. 
Gibson introduced a joint resolution ap­ 
propriating §30,000 for the distribution of 
seed among the sufferers from the Ohio tl tods. 
Referred. 
Clements, from the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, reported a resolution requesting the 
President to transmit to the House all com­ 
munications between the United States and 
Russia in regard to the condition aod treat­ 
ment of Hebrews in Russia, especially in re­ 
lation to Hebrew citizens of the United 
States. Adopted. 
Upon the call of the States the following 
bills, etc., were introduced aud referred: 
By Oats—To prohibit aliens and foreigners 
acquiring or owniig land within the United 
States. 
Bv Rosccrar.s—To authorize the coinage of 
stiver dollars and fraetisns thereof, under tbe 
metric system ; also, for the coinage of a gold 
metric dollar, two dollar, aud fraction of dol­ 
lar, and double eagle, eagle and half eagle ; 
also, for the coinage of a stella; also, to 
establish a system of coinage of gold and 
sliver, and to obtain a proximity value be­ 
tween them. 
By Belford—A resolution calling on the 
Secretary cf State f .r informati >n touching 
the alleged subjection of naturalizad Germsu- 
American citizens to military duty while 
temporarily residing in Germany. 
By Finerty—A joint resolution declaring 
that OcDgress laments the death cf Wendell 
Phillips us a national bereavement. 
The Honse went into Committee of the 
Whole (Blackburn in the chair) on the 
pleuro-pneumonii bill. 
Hatch of Missouri supported the bill. lie 
ridiculed the fear expressed by some of the 
opponents of the bill, that it would provide 
fur a large number of Federal uffices to work 
against the Democratic party. He was not 
afraid of a few more officeholders. That was 
not wlut the Democratic party had to fear. 
W hat the Democratic party wanted was 
funerals—funerals in New York, iunerals in 
Indiana, funerals in Ohio. [Laughter.] It 
wanted to bury some of the barnacles and 
corpses hanging to it. It had a National 
Committee sit here a few days ago, and a 
maj irity of that committee did not even have 
originality or independence enough to find a 
place in the United States wherein to hold 
the Convention cntside of the place where 
the Republican Convention was to be 
held. He had traveled long enough in 
the wake of the old barnacles ot the 
Democratic party following the Republican 
party. He wanted a little new blood in it, a 
little iudepmdecce in it, a little originality in 
it. Beiore he wonld have followed the Re­ 
publican party to Chicago, he would have 
gone to Los Angeles. He would have gone 
to where the thermometer recorded 400 de­ 
grees below zero, or 300 degrees above the 
boiling point, rather than have gone to Chi­ 
cago. [Laughter.] He would have the Dem­ 
ocratic party possess independence enough to 
strike out on its own hook. 
The bill was then read by sections for 
amendments. 
Hatch cffered an amendment, providing 
that the number of persons employed in the 
Bnreau of Animal Industry shall not exceed 
twenty persons at any one time. Adopted. 
Cox of New York, replying to the remark 
of John S. Wise, said the gentleman made a 
speech referring to him as " a pillar of brass 
by day and a pillar of gas by night.” No 
gentleman has spoken to him about that 
speech who had not said it was untimely. 
He would not say it wzs in had taste, for he 
respected the gentleman’s father, if be could 
not in all respects honor tbe son. 
The committee, without action, rose, and 
the House adjourned. 
Tbe D anville Inquiry. 
W ash in g to n , February 25th.—The first 
witness beiore the Danville Investigation 
Committee to-day was Congressman .íobn L. 
Wise, who stated the issues of variuus Vir­ 
ginia campaigns. The Funder party, he 
said, sought to perpetuate the race issue. He 
introduced papers to show that the whites 
brought on the difficulty at Danville for po­ 
litical put p,-see, having despaired of winning 
the contest otherwise. Senator Sherman 
asked if the Fnnders were inspired by objec­ 
tion to persons or to race. The witness 
said that it was objection to race ; the men 
appointed were unobjectionable. Witness 
said that Danville and Pittsylvania were the 
most lawless communities in Virginia. 
Pittsylrinia county, aud the adjoining 
county in North Carolina were alike in this. 
Senator Vance—Thst’s a Republican county 
by a large majority, sir. 
Witness—Yes, and wherever there is a Re­ 
publican majority there will be Bourbon 
shotguns. 
Senator V ance—There will be a large num­ 
ber of convic ions to the penitentiary. 
Witness—And crowds will go down before 
the mouths of Bourbon shotguns. 
Senator Vance—I do not know as there’s 
any necessity for you to assail North Caro­ 
lina here, sir. 
WitDess—1 allude to these m atters with re­ 
gret. 
The Shipping B ill. 
W ash in g to n , February 25th.—The Ship­ 
ping Committee this morning took up the 
bill to admit foreign-built ships to American 
registry free of dnty, and voted, three to six, 
to report it adversely. Those voting in favor 
of the bill were Slocum, Throckmorton aDd 
Deuster. Negative—Dinglev, Long, Hunt, 
George, U’Ntiil and Love. Dibble did not 
vote.Nom ination* and Ton drm allons.

N ew Orleans, February 25th.—The Co­ 
piah county (Mississippi) inquiry was con­ 
tinued to-day by the United States Senate 
committee. 
Uriah Millsap, a Republican, considers 
Copiah county one of the most conservative 
in Mississippi. Matthews had been a candi­ 
date for Sheriff for fifteen years, and was 
elected once. All the Matthews are regarded 
as fighting men. Print Matthews is uaecrupu- 
lous in politics. 
Judge Wharton, cf the Niuth Judicial 
District, said : It has been generally asserted 
aud believed that the Grand Juries uf Copiah 
have been manipulated in tne interest of 
party, with a view to prosecuting political 
opponents. Matthews related to witness an 
interview he had with his sons before start­ 
ing for Oxford College. He said : " My sons, 
I do not know how soon you may be sum­ 
moned to avenge the assassination of your 
father.” They replied, with tears, “ We are 
ready to obey the summons.” He said fonr 
of his uncles had been killed, but their 
deaths had been avenged. There were four 
men he wanted to kill. Then he would never 
again lay his head upon a pillow, but, being 
outlawed, would declare war against the 
human race. 
Juclge I. E. Cooper, of the Supreme Court 
of Mississippi, detailed the circumstances 
connected with Matthews’ defalcation as 
Sheriff. J. P. Matthews was regarded as a 
dangerous m an; heard Matthews making 
threats against the life of myself and Judge 
Hayes in 1375; his will provided that if he 
should be killed §10,000 sfcouid be u;ed in 
securiug a,sa**ins to avenge into. 
E. G. Wall, Commissioner of Emigration, 
testified that he never saw J. P. Matthews 
but once, in 1881; was introduced to him.- 
Matthews was asked how he could row con­ 
sistently support Colonel King for Governor, 
against whom he had published such violent 
circulars. 
Matthews replied the circulars 
were all a lie ; that King was all right now ; 
that at that time he (Matthews) had 500 or­ 
ganized men in Copiah county, and badgotten 
out the circulars for the pur;iose of aggravat­ 
ing King, then a leading Democrat, and his 
party to violence, when he intended to kill 
every white mao, woman and child in Co­ 
piah county.Salmi Morse's Drafb. 
New Y ork, February 25th.—Manageress 
Bleckburn said to a California press reporter 
this mornicg, regarding the theory, which 
seems to be gaining strength, that Morse was 
murdered : “ I shall believe it to my dying 
day. Why ? Because he was as sane as I 
am this minnte, in good health and spirits, 
and happy over the forthcoming production 
of his play, 1 Gustav Adolf.’ The people 
connected with this theater hated Morse. I 
was forced to discharge tho business manager 
on account of the way he acted to Morse. 
This matter dees not end here. An investi­ 
gation will be set on foot to-day, and Hon. 
John O’dullivan, ex United States Minister 
to Lisbon, has just promised me that he 
would aid me to see justice done. Then think 
of the terrible way Morse’s relatives acted. 
The body was bnried in a rough pine box. 
just as it came from the Morgue. This box 
was so short that the corpse was jammed in 
in an unnatural manner. I asked to be al­ 
lowed to defray the expenses and give Morae 
a Christian bnrial again and again, as be told 
me he would never be buried in the Jewish 
faith and with tbeir rites. This was refused 
me. 1 have here Morse’s last will and testa­ 
ment, by which he bequeaths me the ‘ Pas­ 
sion Play’ aud a play called ’The Black 
Hills.’ His relatives have locked up his ef­ 
fects, and refused me admission to the house. 
I cannot tel! you how I have suffered from 
the ciuel slanders of the city press, the hur­ 
ried and insufficient irquest, and that Horri­ 
ble scene at tbe funeral.” 
Morse's will was shown the reporter. It 
was written iu legal form, and began : ’* This 
is my last wiii aud testament,” and was 
signed Salmi Moree. Mi-s Blackburn in­ 
tends taking tne play—“ Ou the Yellow- 
stone”—on the road. Morse’s play, ehe said, 
will not now* be produced. She insisted that 
Mor-e was not tne author of “ On the Yel­ 
lowstone,” but simply revised an i altered it. 
Ex-Minister O’Sullivan said to the repoiter: 
“ Mo se did cot commit suicide. I know it. 
He had gone through thousands of worse 
troubles than his last one. The bruise on 
his cheek, and one on his nose at d head, were 
made by some blunt instrument wielded with 
force. The matter is to be investigated.” 
Tlitlen’s H ealth and Aspiration*. 
C h ic a g o, February 25th.—The Times will 
tc-morrow publish an interview with John 
Dannenberger, a prominent Democratic citi­ 
zen, and Chairman of the Cook County 
Btard cf Commissioners, who has just re­ 
turned from Washington via New York. 
Wnile in New York, Datineuberger called 
upcn Samuel J. Tilden at his Gramerey Park 
lesidecce. 
Danneuberge- says: “ Mr. Til­ 
den received me very conrteously. He is 
feeble, and impressed me with the idea that 
his health is failing. As weak as he ap­ 
peared, hs insisted upon showing me all 
through tne house, even to his bedchamber. 
He talked politics in a gensral way, and told 
me—or rather gave me to distinctly under­ 
stand—that he was disappointed in not re­ 
ceiving the nomination again four years ago. 
H eftelsthat he was unjustly dealt with in 
1876, but that for the peace of the country 
he did not insist upon his rights. I believe, 
from our conversation, that he would like 
to receive the nomination again. 
He 
feels that it is dne him. His mind is strong, 
but lie is very hard of hearing, and 
he only whispers iu conversation. 
He 
holds your hand while talkiog to you, appar­ 
ently to steady himself. He does not like 
Hendricks, and, from what he told me, I 
don’t think he wants Hendricks placed on 
the ticket again with him. He tol i me that 
he had been pretty well all the past years 
until about three weeks ago, when he com­ 
plained of not feeling so strong, but felt that 
the Presidential nomination was due him. 
He wants to be tbe candidate again. There 
is no donbt in my mind about that. He 
gave me that impression in our half-honr’a 
conversation. He is mentally very strong, 
and displayed wonderful knowledge of public 
affairs. We had no exchange of views on the 
tariff, nor upon a party platform.

The prisoners will be taken to 
prison at Little Rock Wednesday for safe 
keeping. Bloody Bailie in Kansas. 
Humboldt, February 25th.—A tragedy 
occurred five miles southeast of Moran, in the 
eastern part i f the c aunty, at 9 o’clock this 
morning. James T. Harclerode and Robert 
McFarland were shot by Hugh Guilland, 
assisted by his thiea tons, Joseph, Ike and 
Andrew. Harclerode was shot in the back, 
and iostantly killed.

The murderers escaped, but were closely 
pursued. They rode into Humboldt and sur 
rendered to the officers. The town is excited 
tc-night, and there are many armed men on 
the street. The Sheriff is hers with a strong 
posse. It was a coid-biooded murder, and 
trouble is feared before morning. The dis­ 
pute was over land claimed by Guilland, bat 
owned by a Mrs. Howes.

CONCLUSION OF THE R IV £R IM PROVE­ 


MENT 
CONSIDERATION. 


Hem ming consideration of 
river im­ 
provem ent 
method», treated yesterday, 
before reaching the conclusion of the arti­ 
cle under review it will he well to recapit­ 
ulate briefly the points made by Mr. Tay­ 
lor in his essay upon the Mississippi. 
These are, th at river improvem ent is be-t 
accomplished by pursuing the direction of 
the natural forces of the river. 
The tend­ 
ency of a river, in a state of nature, is to 
Bcour out and deepen its channel and up­ 
build its banks. 
This disposition is re­ 
tarded or defeated more by crevasses and 
unnatural 
emissions than by overflow. 
All such 
uQoatuial 
outlets, 
therefore, 
should be closed, and the banks of rivers 
th at 
are 
surcharged 
with 
sediment 
and 
liable 
to 
overflow 
m ust 
be 
re­ 
inforced by levees. 
As levees are main­ 
tained, and the river confined to its n at­ 
ural channel, the tendency to either ex­ 
cessive high or exceeding low w ater is di­ 
minished. 
For it enables the river to ex­ 
pend its energy upon channel-scouring 
and bank-building. 
W hatever the sharp 
emission in the hanks, by ju st th at much 
is the energy—by which is m eant volume 
and velocity, the latter being a natural in­ 
creasing sequence to the 
former — de­ 
creased. 
I t follows th at the true treat­ 
m ent of a stream is to aid it to do its 
w ork, prohibit the taking out of its wa­ 
ters, subm it to overflow rather than cre­ 
vasse, reinforce the banks by levees, and 
stim ulate the scouring capacity. 
Instances illustrative and dem onstrative 
of these truism s wero yesterday cited. 
O thers will be given herein. 
A stream 
loaded w ith sediment to its full capacity is 
very sensitive to change. 
The particles 
swim by means of their frictioD. 
Two 
th a t cau barely swim separately, sink 
when in contact, for the aggregate fric­ 
tional surface is reduced. 
As they Bink 
th ey carrj m yriads of other particles w ith 
them . 
So the least halt, as Mr. Taylor 
puts it, “ in the great procession of parti­ 
cles precipitates part of its constituent 
membership to the bottom .” 
L:-t ns sup­ 
pose, theD, a canal taken out of the river 
opposite to Sacramento, for instance, to 
carry a given quantity of w ater at an or­ 
dinary stage. W hatever the diversion thus 
accomplished, there will be a proportionate 
arrest of the “ great procession ” in the 
m ain channel, since th at part of the vol­ 
ume can not he taken out w ithout diminu­ 
tion of the volume, and it follows th at 
there w:U he a proportional increase of 
deposition. 
But if we close the outlet the 
original energy is restored and the proof 
made clear th at the opening was antago­ 
nistic to the integrity of the river. There­ 
fore, as every diversion creates obstruction, 
each deposited obstruction adds to tbe 
mass and tbe difficulty of the river in re­ 
sisting it, and consequently tho obstruc­ 
tion, beiDg affirmative, m ust continue to 
increase, and the energy of the river con­ 
tinue to decre-a»o, until the harrier becomes 
so great as to force the w ater into a nar­ 
rower channel and give it- spasmodic en­ 
ergy, b ut no permanent renewed vigor. 
To keep a river w ithin its channel is, 
therefore, the first great work, and all a t­ 
tem pts to lessen its power to seek its final 
discharge into the ocean, arc unnatural, 
destructive to the river and menacing tu 
tbe adjacent lands. 
A t Cairo, as our es­ 
sayist illustrates, th e river’s aim is to find 
rest in the gulf, but if it overflows before it 
reaches the delta, it finds earlier rest, and 
its buried channel no longer compels it to 
seek its level in one direction only. 
These truism s we subm it to th e gentle­ 
men aloBg the Sacram ento who propose to 
secure tem porary safety to river lands on 
one side by m aintaining unnatural and 
debiiitative 
breaks 
on 
the 
banks 
on the opposite fide, and who dwell so 
com placently upon the flooding of the 


c runty to the west of ns as our measure of 
security. 
W e commend the considerations 
abo to those other citizsns who propose 
to set np the precedent of taking out a cer­ 
tain amount of the river’s volume, “ but 
not sufficient,” as they say, “ to impair the 
navigability of the stream .” 
I t m ust be 
obvious th at no amount can, by flow 
through an unnatural opening, be taken 
w ithout Borne impairment, and to ju st that 
extent tbe taking is wrong and dangerous. 
And such wrong and such danger m ust in­ 
crease w ith the continuance of the un­ 
natural discharge and thns small im pair­ 
m ent grow to be great injury. 
A corre­ 
spondent suggests to us th at a single canal 
would reduce the volume so infinltesimally 
th at no injury could occur ; but it has 
been shown th at the infinitesimal discharge 
is the fruitful parent of final great ob­ 
structions, and is therefore not permissible, 
to say nothing of comm itting to others the 
judgm ent as to w hat is the am ount th at 
may be taken w ithout injury ; to say noth­ 
ing, either, of the fact th a t the higher up 
on a stream unnatural emmission occurs 
the more dangerous it is, for obvious rea- 


BOQB. 
Levees, therefore, are to deepen chan­ 
nels, and even when erected solely to pro­ 
tect lands, the effect uniformly haa been to 
benefit the stream . 
The lied river from 
Shreveport to its m outh is a crooked 
stream flowing through alluvial so'l. 
But 
it has been leveed for 200 miles above 
Alexandria, and as a result the floodB that 
once used to overspread the valley have 
ceased, for the channel haB been deepened 
and the levees in flood tim e are scarcely 
reached at all. 
For sixty years sixty-five 
miles of the Lafourche bayou has been 
leveed, and between the levees the depth 
has been m aintained, but below them sedi­ 
m ent deposits, and 
the bed is raised 
until 
now 
the 
levee6 built later have 
been 
raised 
twelve 
feet 
above 
the 
original 
hight, 
while 
these 
abeve 
have 
remained 
as 
they 
were 
a 
half century ago. 
The channels of th e l’o 
the Rhine, the Seine and the Tham es have 
been deepened by levees. 
On the last- 
named river the channel depth has been 
increased six fett. 
Ordinary floods are part of the river’s 
normal life ; extraordinary floods are not. 
In channel formation then, the ordinary 
flood is the determ ining force, th at which 
shapes its bed. 
If now we can control and 
utilize the whole force of the ordinary 
flood, we get the benefit of all the normal 
energy of the river. How is it in the Sacra­ 
mento river, however? 
So soon as the 
flood waters reach the Btage where they 
should begin the work of restoration and 
preservation, they escape through levee 
breaks, and the force th at would serve us a 
good purpose is in whole or in part lost.

Interviews with William F. K ntx have 
been published by our evening contest» orary 
during the last two or three days, as of prom­ 
inent importance and all sufficient authority 
to establish the assertion that no special tax 
is necessary for raising and strengthening the 
city levees. 
Those who hove read the recent 
published statements of Mr. Knox will be 
interested in the following testimony concern­ 
ing his unpublished and real opinions. 
This 
may throw Bome light upon his statement 
that he will not be drawn into further contro­ 
versy in this matter, and also why he de­ 
clines to accept the challenge of City En­ 
gineer Bassett to test the question of hights 
of past flood waters and levees : 


Sacramento, February 25th, 1884.

Front street two and a half feet and would 
stand two feet deep in the stores along the high 
graded streets. 
‘‘ But," he remarked, ‘'there 
is no use in talking about it, as it will only 
frighten the people."

Eds. R ecord U nion : In compliance with 
your request to furnish the exact figures 
showing the elevations along Front street of 
certain low poiuts of which we have hereto­ 
fore spoken only approximately and in a gen­ 
eral way, we have this day taken levels for de- 
terming the same with precision, and find the 
following facts additional to and corrobora­ 
tive of what we have heretofore stated. 
Front street, between H and I streets, was 
fonnd to be 7} inches above the high water of 
1SS1; 
'the junction of Front and M streets to be 
1 foot 
inches above high water of 1881; 
The jur.clioD of Front and N streets to be 
1 foot II inches above the high water of 1881; 
The junction of Front and O streets to be 
6.V inches above the high water of 1881. 
It was also fouLd that water high enough 
to overtop the front ievee between H and I 
streets (which is, as stated before, only TI 
inches above high water of 1881), would Hooa 
the boiler anil engine rooms of the water 
wi rks, submerging the lMter, and leave the 
city without its ueual water supply and fire 
protection.

These soundiags were made at extreme low water 
of that year and reduced to a low tide plane (there 
being at that time about eighteen to twenty-two 
inciies of tidal) fife .•tnoiicennle)and pla'tedon a map 
ol scale 400 feet in one inch. A cop) of thts map is at 
hand, lithographed in 185-5, with the sounding 
depttis shown, and the reading of the gauge (refer­

During the low water of 1879 this ground was 
sounded over, and tbe work connected up with the 
old survey.

BOARD OF CITY TRÜSTEE3. 
The City Board of Trustees met in regular 
session in the new City Hall at 10 A. M. yes­ 
terday, all the members present. 
A. J. Gregg and three other members of 
the Prohibition party, one of them a lady, 
appeared before the Board, and asked that 
the polling places at the coming election be 
located at a reasonable distance from saloons, 
or where intoxicating liquors were sold. 
They presented a petition with the signa­ 
tures of Beveral hundred citizens appended. 
They also asked that, inasmuch as the Pro­ 
hibition party was a political organization, 
they be accorded a representation on the elec­ 
tion boards at the different precincts. L. S. 
Taylor, W. R. Strong and S. B. Smith, a 
committee from the citizens’ organization, 
appeared and made a similar request. The 
matter was taken under advisement. 
Mark Foster, Chief Engineer of the water­ 
works, reported that during the week the 
machinery had been run 130 hour*, and that 
10,508,250 gallons of water had been pnmped. 
The matter of grading O street, from Tenth 
to Thirteenth, was discussed at considerable 
length. At the previous meeting of the 
Board F. Lie Hondt, who o w e s a half block, 
took his came f on the remonstrance and 
signed the petition for grading, thus giving 
the latter a majority. Yesterday he appeared 
before the Board with his attorney, R. T. 
Devlin, took his name from the petition, and 
ordered it back on the remonstrance, thus de­ 
feating the proposed improvement He said 
he was willing the work should be done, pro­ 
viding the City Railway Company would 
pay for nineteen feet of the work, or nearly 
one-third of the entire improvement. L'nleBs 
the street railway was willing to obligate 
themselves to do that much of the work, he 
was unalterably opposed to any improve­ 
ment. The matter was taken under advise­ 
ment for one week. 
A resolution of intention of paving Fourth 
street, from J to K, with blocks of granite, 
was passed. 
Mrs. Gregory appeared before the Board, 
and asked to be allowed to connect the drain­ 
pipe of the premises on the northeast corner 
of Second and I streets with the Third-street 
sewer. Taken under advisement. 
The grading of P street was awarded as 
follows: From Nineteenth to Twenty-second, 
and from Twenty-third to Twenty-fourth, to 
Latham & Olsen, the original bidders ; from 
Twenty-second to Twenty-third, and from 
Twenty-fourth to Thirtieth, to Mr. Hughes. 
V AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At tbe afternoon session, which was largely 
attended by politicians and others, the fol­ 
lowing resolution was passed : 
Ordered, That the Clerk of this Board is 
hereby directed to give ten days’ notice that 
an election is ordered by the Board of Trus­ 
tees of the city of Sacramento, to be held 
on Tuesday, March 11, 1884, to elect a First 
Trustee, a City Attorney, a Chief of Police, 
a Fire Commissioner, and Directors of City 
Library. 
Ordered, That a plan or system of levees 
and drainage having been heretofore adopted 
for the protection of the city from overflow, 
it is hereby directed that there be submitted 
to the electors, at the election to be held as 
above provided, a proposition to repair and 
strengthen said levees, substantially as fol­ 
lows : 
To extend tbe levee easterly from Brighton 
junction to connect with high land by con­ 
structing a levee fourleen feet wile on top, 
with Bermuda grass facing on the outer 
slope. Estimated cost, 810,000. 
To make the ievee fron Brighton junction 
to Burns slough a uniform width of fourteen 
feet on top, with Bermuda grass facing on 
the outer elope. Estimated cost 87,500. 
To properly prepare the outer face of tbe 
levee from Burns slough to the American 
river railroad bridge for the growth of Ber­ 
muda crass, and plant the same. Estimated 
cost, S2.5C0. 
To increase the width of the levee from the 
American river railroad bridge to Sixteenth 
street by adding material on the inside. Es­ 
timated cost, 810,000. 
To make necessary repairs and extensions 
to the jetty works at and above Smith’s Gar­ 
dens, and to provide for tbe establishment of 
works for the complete obliteration of tbe 
old channel of the American river at the cut­ 
off opposite Twenty-third street. Estimated 
co3t, 82.500. 
To increase the width of tbs Front levee 
from S to Y street to twenty feet on top. 
Estimated cost, 82,000. 
To complete the construction of the Y- 
street levee to a hight of four feet above 
backwater of 187S, estimated cost, 80,000. 
Total estimated cost of above work, 840,500 
Estimated amount available for levee pur­ 
poses, from tax already levied, $12,500. Bal- 
ancs to be made up by special tax, 828,000. 
Ordered, That we hereby submit to the 
electors of the city of Sacramento a plan for 
improving the sanitary condition of the city, 
until such time as a comprehensive and per 
manent system of sewerage can be secured 
by carrying out th'S'following work : 
The purchase and operating of odorless ex­ 
cavators and the necessary plant for putting 
them in operation; putting in sewer pipe 
from Sixth and V to pumpirg works; con­ 
necting pumping works with- Sacramento 
river, so as to discharge sewage (onlj} into 
the river during such portion of the year as 
the discharging of it into the canal tends to 
create a nuisance; and making necessary 
changes in pumping works. Estimated cost, 
including expense of operating for six 
months, $20,000. Estimated amount availa­ 
ble for above purposes, from tax already 
levied, $4,000. Balance to be made up by 
special tax, $16 000. 
Tickets are to be printed as follows : 
“ Are you in favor of levying a tax of 25 
cants on each 8100 of taxable property for 
making improvements on levees aud drainage 
as per plans ? Yes. No.” 
‘ Are you in favor of lsvying a tax of 15 
cents on each $100 of taxable property for 
improving the sanitary condition of the city 
as per plan? Yes. Ño.”

The city Board of Edncation met at the 
office of the city Superintendent last evening, 
all the members present. 
The Repairs Committee reported that they 
had made qnite a number of repairs at several 
of the buildings daring tbe month. The 
trees hav^ all been trimmed and quite a num­ 
ber of trees set out. 
Mr. and Mrs. L. B. Berck appeared before 
the Board and entered a complaint against 
Professor Adams, Principal of the High 
School. They say that their daughter failed 
to arswer a question in algebra, and the Pro­ 
fessor sent her home. He did not expel her, 
told her she might attend the school if she so 
desired, but her name would be dropped from 
the ri 11 and she would have no standing. The 
matter was referred to the Committee on 
Rn!e3 and Regulations, Messrs. Chaddtrdon, 
Bruner and Avery. 
The Library Committee reported that the 
index and ten annuals of Appleton’s Cyclo­ 
pedia could be obtained for $66. This was 
thought to be in excess of their value, and 
their purchase was deferred unless they could 
be procured for a less sum, in which event 
the committee will have power to act. 
The following resolution from the Commit­ 
tee on Course of Study was unanimously 
adopted : 
Revolved, That the use of Ucderwsod’s American 
Literature and Shaw’s .Manual of English Literature 
in the High School be discontinued, and that pupils 
in the middle aud senior classes be required to pro­ 
vide themselves with selected works of the best 
authors especially prepared for the study of liter­ 
ature. 
The following resolution, offered by Di­ 
rector Chadderdon. was read and referred to 
the Committee on Salaries: 
Whereas, The enormous expense of maintaining 
the High School is entirely incomistent with the 
benefits cor ferred, and utterly disproportionate to 
the expense of all others m the department, to wit : 
Salaries of High School teachers per month, 
$500; average monthly attendance, 100: aver­ 
age expense per scholar, $5 per month for 
salaries of teachers alone. The salaries per month 
of the teachers of the Sacramento and Capital Gram­ 
mar Schools, $5,105 ; average daily attendance, 90S : 
average cost of pupils per month, $2 42, making 
the High School pupil cost $2 5S per month more 
than the Grammer School pupil. The rate fixed 
for admission of non-resident pupils is $12 per term 
of five months to the High School, or $2 40 per 
month. This rate would not cover the cast of 
teachers alone, without considering the incidentals, 
within $2 00 per month for each non-resident pupil. 
In considen.tion of the above inconsistency and 
di*pro|)ortionate expense of conduc ing the High 
School under the present scale of salaries, therefore 
be itResolved, That at the close of the present school 
year tire salaries of teachers hereafter be lived at : 
Principal, per month, $150; Vice-Principal, $90; 
First Assistant, $75, making a totil expense of run­ 
ning the High School $315 per month, or $1 15 per 
pupil. 
Resolved, That all teachers outside of the English 
branches of studies be made special teachers. 
Mi-s Nlattie K. Powers, a teacher in the 
fourth grade of the Capital Grammar School, 
tendered her resignation, to take effect en 
Friday, February 29:h. The earne wa3 ac­ 
cepted. 
To fill the vacancy Miss M. McCrory, Miss 
H- lan J. Weir, Miss Lilian Knight and Mrs. 
Xilgour were placed in nomination. On tho 
fourth ballot Miss McCrory was unanimously 
elected.

Miss Mollis E. Johnston was transferred 
from Fourth and Q to Seventh and G, to fill 
the vacancy made by the promotion of Miss 
McCrory.

Y. M. C. A. ANNIVERSARY. 
The second anniversary of the S; cramecto 
Young Men’s Christian Associati n was held 
Sunday afternoon, at 3 o’clock, in the M. E. 
Church on Seventh street. A large audience 
was in attendance, and the exercises were 
conducted by the Presiden*, W. S. Ba s-t*. 
The meeting was opened by tinging. Script­ 
ures were read by the President, and prayer 
offered by Rev. H, C. Christian, The Presi­ 
dent gave a brief report of the general work 
daring the past year, of the value of the As­ 
sociation to the commnnity, and bt spoke f or 
i: tbe sympathy and ^earty ¡support of all 
present. 
J. Woodbridge. Financial Scribe, gave tbe 
report for the Treasurer, which showed the 
receipts for the year to have been $1,682 
This amount had been so judiciously expend­ 
ed that the fiscal year closes with all bills 
paid and a few dollars in the treasury. Ti e 
enlarged work would require for the coming 
year about $165 per month, or $2 000 for the 
entire year; $1,420 of this amount has been 
raised in pledgee and cash subscriptions, and 
a competent committee of three businessmen 
are successfully ei gaged in securing the bal­ 
ance. 
The report of the General Secretary showed 
that a good work had been accomplished, not­ 
withstanding the hindrances experienced 
from the loss of members by change of re-i- 
flence to other parts of the State or country. 
Fifty-two Snnday-eveniDg services had been 
held in the rooms, with an average attend­ 
ance of 48. Nineteen yonng-men’s meetings 
had been held, with an average attendance of 
10. Twelve street services had been held, 
which were very largely attended. For’y- 
eight noon day meetings had been held at the 
railroad shops during the last thr- e months, 
at which all the different pastors had kindly 
assisted. A class in vocal music was taught 
last spring by T. J. Kerlin, and this

There 
had been 11 business meetings 
of the Association, 10 of the Board cf Man­ 
agers, and 21 committee meetings. Thirteen 
lectures and 4 socials were giveD, with encour­ 
aging results. Weekly visits to the jail fir 
conversation and distribution of reacing 
matter had been greatly appreciated by the 
inmates. No statistic* could be given of the 
large amount of personal work done in con­ 
nection with the rooms ; but the good results 
bad appeared in tbe reformed lives and im­ 
proved condition of many who had been vari­ 
ously assisted. The rooms were open 365 day*, 
and patronized by 18,738, or an average daily 
attendance for the year t f 51. The ?.„teL fi­ 
ance upon the rooms and meetings (not in­ 
cluding the railroad meetings), upwards of 
27.000. 
’1 ha anniversary address was delivered by 
Rev, J. Q A. Henry, T ext: -Ter. xlviit.. 15 
Subject: “ The Slaughter of Young Men.” 
He stated that tbe wealth and power of any 
c.-untry lie* in the number and strength of 
its young men. He showed how the str ing 
ycung men of tbis city and const were being 
led down to a fearful slaughter cf mind, bjdy 
and soul by the insidious foes so abundant in 
social life. The baneful influence of tippliDg, 
cigarette smoking and reading pernici u* lit­ 
erature were described in a way that cught 
to convince the most indifferent observer, or 
hardened victim of the seductive habits. The 
address received the close attention of ell 
present, and was a powerful appeal to the 
young men snd for the Association work 
which is organized in their behalf. 
Following tlo address a selection was ren­ 
dered by a mixed quartet, consisting < f Miss 
Avery, Mrs. Bassett and Messrs. Jeffoid aud 
Woodbridge. Mr. Bassett, the retiring Pres­ 
ident, then introduced H. E. Parker, the 
President-elect, who in a few earnest words 
expressed his interest in the work of the As­ 
sociation. aud pledged himself to faithfully 
serve its interests in the position to whicn he 
had been elected, reques iDg tho sympathy 
and co-operation of all interested in the wel­ 
fare of young men. The meeting closed vvlch 
a benediction by Dr, A. J. Frost. 


G rand Organ C oncert.—The Congrega­ 
tional Church of this city, which has been 
closed while changes were being made in the 
auditorium, is fo be opetei with a grsnd or­ 
gan concert on Wednesday evening of next 
week. Among the changes which have been 
effected is the transfer of the large organ 
from the gallery to an arched recess in rear 
of the puipit, the pulpit platform being car­
